city school. 
Taking as his subject “Fiscal and 
Political Independence For School 
Districts” the speaker outlined his 
thought by means of 
charts and 
slides. 
He proposed to give the 
school authorities the power to esti­ 
mate and 
appropriate 
money 
for 
school districts instead of allowing 
“political demagogues” to ratify bud­ 
gets. 
“Why should we place the affairs 
of the country’s education in jutapo- 
sition to those of the fire department 
the police departm ent, the street de­ 
partment, when they are much more 
important?” the speaker asked. 
“We want a divorce of the school 
system from the political machinery 
so as to allow the teachers to par­ 
ticipate in their achievements.” 
“You teachers have worried about 
larger salaries and 
shorter hours. 
You have not reached to the root of 
the matter. When school authorities 
have financial power, these affairs 
will automatically be settled. 
“Does this political domination af­ 
fect your conditions and the kind of 
work you do? It does ” 
Outlines Typical School 
Outlining what he called a typical 
American school, the speaker stated 
that it would be an elaborate school 
building, well fitted and situated in 
a factory district 
“Boys woo do not attend school 
become students in Lenina and Trot­ 
sky’s school of citizenship,” he stat­ 
ed. 
Hunter spoke of the change in at 
titude from the old idea of the aca­ 
demic high school and that of the 
present polytechnic institution. 
He 
praised this forward movement. 
The speaker compared the cost of 
the war and the cost of maintaining 
the penal institutions of California 
with the amount spent for 
school 
and educational work, and 
decried 
the latitude in the comparison. 
“I want a separate election on all 
m atters pertaining to school issues,” 
he stated in conclusion.
